th e hope that the governm ents will 
succeed at an early date in agreeing 
upon a m utually satisfactory settle­ 
m ent. 
In this connection it is predicted 
that roaching an agreem ent with Col­ 
om bia as to the am ount of dam ages 
to be paid in com pensation for the loss 
of Panam a will be much ca der than 
gettin g the m oney from congress. 
The d iscissio n s between 
the tw o 
governm ents are being carried on with 
the greatest secrecy. 
Mr. Bryan and 
other officials of the state departm ent 
have consistently refused to discuss 
them . 
Prom other sources, however, 
it may be asserted that the following 
propositions are those which Colombia 
suggests as the basis for the discus­ 
sion: 
‘‘The U nited States to m ake som e 
formal acknow ledgem ent of the claim 
m ade by Colombia that a wrong was 
done that governm ent by the United 
S tates in its action during the revolu­ 
tion in Panama which resulted in the 
independence of that state and the 
loss of Colom bia’s sovereignty over 
the Panam a canal territory'. 
‘'Colombian shipping to be granted 
the use of the Panama canal on equal 
term s with the shipping of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
“The boundary between Colombia 
and Panam a to be fixed as per the line 
of 1855 a a a maximum concession to 
Panam a, with the possibility of Col­ 
om bia receiving some addition to its 
territory beyond that line. 
“Colombia to receive from the U nit­ 
ed States the sum of $20,000,000 as in­ 
dem nity for its rights and interests in 
the Panama railroad 
franchise and 
other claim s growing out of the loss 
of Panama. 
“Colombia to enjoy hereafter the 
privilege 
of 
the 
friendship 
of 
the 
United States.” 
Considerable modification of these 
original propositions is anticipated as 
a result of the discussions and proba­ 
ble comprom ise between the two gov­ 
ernm ents. The present adm inistration 
apparently concedes that the United 
States governm ent under 
P resident 
R oosevelt did Colombia an actual in­ 
justice in connection with the revolt 
of Panam a and therefore is inclined 
to agree to make some formal acknowl­ 
edgem ent of such injustice.

Winfield 
Miller Says Taxation 
of 
Household Goods Amounts Al­ 
most to Confiscation. 


Recognizing “ death and tax atio n ” 
as two of the sure things of life, the 
thirteenth annual conference of the 
state board of 
tax 
commissioner" 
and county assessors, meeting at In­ 
dianapolis, 
concerned itself 
with a 
discussion of making taxation mote 
uniform. 


To th a t end the members approved 
the methods used last y ea r of n.-*- 
sessing real 
estate 
and 
personal 
property at it" full value with de­ 
ductions of 25 per cent, for equali 
ration purposes. 


The “ uniform” system of asse ss­ 
ment has been in effect one year and 
records show th at the ta x returns 
increased $13,000,000 as 
compared 
with the preceding' year. 
The gain 
of the 1 01 2 
taxes, compared 
with 
IOU. when the uniform system was* 
not ii"cd, was something like $ 6 ,0 0 0 ,- 
000. 
By a vote of almost 75 per 
cent, of the assessors present, the 
new system was approved. 


Winfield 
Miller, president of the 
Aetna Trii"t and Savings Company 
of Indianapolis, at the afternoon ses­ 


sion brought 
up the 
question 
oft 
whether household goods should be 
taxed a t all and as to whether it is 
not unfair to exempt church property 
and the property of social organiza­ 
tions. 


Taxation of household goods, he 
said, amounted almost to confisca­ 
tion by the government, inasmuch as 
the owner probably would twice over 
pay the value of his goods in taxes 
iii the course of his lifetime, without 
ever earning $1 on them. 
Mr. Miller 
also said th a t a man who does not 
pay tax es should not be allowed to 
vote.

made by E. II. Wolcott, a sta te tax 
commissioner, 
for the appointment 
of tax 
assessors by civil 
service. 
Charles L. Doehtermamr, county a s ­ 
sessor of Fountain County, declared 
th at he was opposed to the idea.

out the state. 
“ Taxation of Intangible Personal

Major William ll. Lambert, civil war 
veteran, who died in Philadelphia June 
I, PJI2, owned the finest Abraham Lin­ 
coln and William M. Thackeray collec­ 
tions in existence. Owing to his death 
they have come into the public market 
and will be sold at auction. 
Perhaps the item of greatest general 
interest in part one is the five page 
quarto letter written by Lincoln to 
Mrs. Orville II. Browning, telling how 
he made love to Mary S. Owens, after­ 
ward Mary S. Vineyard, asked her to 
m arry him aud was rejected. 
The let­ 
ter. which is worn at the folds, is 
dated Springfield, April I, 1838. 
Lin­ 
coln first met Miss Owens in 1833 at 
the house of Mrs. Bennet Able, her sis­ 
ter. 
The letter reads in part: 
“ It was then, in the autum n of 1830, 
that a married lady of my acquain­ 
tance (Mrs. Able) and who was a great 
friend of mine being about to pay a 
visit to lier fa tiler and other relatives 
residing in Kentucky proposed to me 
that on her return she would bring a 
sister of liers with her on condition 
that I would engage to become her 
brother-in-law with all convenient dis­ 
patch. 
I had seen the said sister some 
three years before, thought her intelli­ 
gent and agreeable and saw’ no good 
objection to plodding through iife hand 
in hand with lier. 


“A Trifle Too Willing." 
“Time passed on. The lady took her 
journey and in due time returned, sis­ 
ter in company, sure enough. 
This 
stomached me a little, for it appeared 
to me that her coming so readily show 
ed that she was a trifle too willing, but 
on reflection it occurred to me th at she 
might have been prevailed on by her 
married sister to come without any­ 
thing concerning me having been men­ 
tioned to her.
